MADE IN VAIN. 


LABOR AGITATORS ISSUE ONE OF 
MANDATES. 


Assert That Only Plasterers Con- 
trolied by Walking Delegates Will 
Be Permitted to Work in This City, 
But Non-union Men Are Complet- 
ing Largest Contracts. 


Labor-union agitators are about to 
cause trouble among the working plas- 
terers In Los Angeles, u some of 
the journeymen theme! nip the 
scheme in the bud and prevent a dis- 
turbance. Intimations have been 
given to contractors employing plas- 
terers that they 

loy none but members of the union 
f they wish to continue in business 
without a strike. 

Some of the leading contractors have 
avowed their intent to wisregard 
this veiled threat from the walking 
delegates, and Robert H. Jones, one of 
the largest employers of plasterers in 
the city, has declared that he will not 
take union men on his work no matter 
what edict is issued or threat made. 
The trouble has also extended to the 
Contracting - Piasterers’ Exchange, 
which has its headquarters in the 
Henne building, and some of the most 
important members have already sev- 
ered their connection with that organ- 
ization on the ground that it is oper- 

interest 


ated in the union men ex- 
clusively. 
In addition to Jones, the firm of 


Smith & Son ts ineluded in this list, 
and there are others who are under- 
stood to have their resignations ready 
for presentation rather than submit 
to the arrogant domination of the fat- 
salaried “business agents” of the un- 
ion, whose mission is trouble making. 

The first man to oppose the plan for 
excluding non-union plasterers from 
being permitted to earn an honest 
livelihood in Los A les, was Con- 
tractor Jones, who, at present, has 
many members of this trade at work 
on the lange Higgins building in course 
ef construction at the southwest cor- 
ner of Second and Main streets. He 
is employing on all his present con- 
tracts forty plasterers, These men 
are paid $5 a day and the foremen 
receive $6, and they are all_non-union. 
Jones also had the new Federal bulld- 
ing and Hotel Alexandria contracts, 
and on both jobs he employed non- 
union men. 55 

“The proposition sifts itself down to 
just this, whether I am to engage my 
own men or not.“ said Jones yester- 
day. “Up at the Contracting Plas- 
terers’ Excharre there are 
eighty or ninety members, most of: 
whom are two oy twos—that is, thev 
employ no men but do all the work 
themselves. They are in favor of em- 
ploying only union men, but, as a mat- 
ter of fact they never employ anybody 
but themselves. It is also planned to 
employ only union lathers and union 
laborers. Wein, I won't stand for It. 
I am employing non-union men, and 
they are satisfactory, so there is no 
reason why I should look to the unions 
only for my workmen.” |

Clearing the Way for Exposition, 
Armory and County Historical Mu- 
seum on the Valuable Expansive 
State Grounde—Stables First to Go, 
Horses Being Sent to Arcadia.
